The proposed system would be an 


improvement, Ghose admits, over 
the present system which leaves 
India under the absolute power of 
the British viceroy and native rul- 
ers. But It Is nowhere near enough 
of an advance for Gandhi and his 
party. He believes an attempt has 
bQpn m a do to cozen Gandhi into- 
abandoning the clyll disobedience 
campaign, which would be very dif- 
ficult to revive.

demands—which Include those for 
prohibition of liquor and opium, an.

poignant yet natural tragedies of our highly complex and fast 
moving life. Humans have to give of themselves in the work 
they perform for themselves and for society. And the great- 
er the work the greater is the demand upon vitality. In real 
truth man is the victim of his own civilization. All comforts, 
conveniences and mechanical wonders are builded as truly 
upon the bodies' as upon the brains of the most apt among 
us. Civilization demands lives and gets them. 


To fight this unequal burden placed upon the most fit 


should be a major endeavor of medicine. In the field of 
ordinary labor the leaders and thinkers are talking of short- 
< ning the work days and the working hours of each day. But 
these leaders and thinkers are not reducing their own hours 
of employment or the difficulties of their tasks. At a matter 
of fact many of them are increasing both. 


Som«thi»g sho'uld be done about a process of life that 


demands the heavif^t to]} f?o mthe most fit. Humans should 
establish fjiefljsejves as the masters rather than t&e victims of 
their own l^iuJiwQrk, TJwe should, be an economy of. life as

enough inone* to spend in large 
chunks to go places and see things, 
but they are chipping it off in 50- 
cent pieces for theatre tickets more 
than ever before.

dustries are in full swing again will 
prosperity be completely restored to 
the East. But in the meantime the 
bulk of their people must continue to 
use relatively more of the foodstuffs 
which our section produces, than we 
buy of them in turn. 


What I mean to say is that while 


our own markets will never be en- 
tirely good until more of the East's 
factory workers. are given full-time 
employment, still our recovery will 
be faster than theirs. 


You heard during the Coolidge ad- 


ministration a good deal of complaint 
from the small business man about 
"profitless prosperity." That was a 
mile-post on the road to industrial 
inflation.

The bal- 
ance of trade was tremendously in 
favor of the big cities and the indus1- 
trial sections. 


The balance of trade has turned our 


way, and should continue for severa 
years. 


What happened in the East was' a 


•tartling expose in 1929 of the fact tha 
since 1921 the great industrial plant 
had been over-selling their marke 
on the false prosperity of the pay roll' 
built up by their own expansion. They 
were trading dollars that never go 
out of their own section. Automo- 
bile factories were selling cars, figur- 
atively speaking, to their own em 
ployes, and making money on tlv 
deal. 


No business can feed off itself. Un- 


profitable operations in the agricul- 
tural territories should have wgrne'c 
the East five years ago that sooner 
or late we would return to funda- 
mental values. ;
